Western Nevada's Pros- 


perity is Seriously 


Threatened. 


Now Is the time for western Ne- 


vada towns to act. 
A well authentl- 


ated rumor crops up from time to 
Austin to Tonopah by the Nevada- 
Ime that a railroad is to be built, from 
Midland Company, a group of Salt 
Lake capitalists. The purpose of thin 
yard is to deflect business from this 
great new camp to the metropolis of 
Utah. 


All western Nevada should take an 


interest in a movement, not to check- 
mate the plans of the Nevada-Midland, 
but to take action tending to hold the 
traffic fronvand to thta camp, where 
Is now exists and where It should re- 
main. 


This can only be done by the con- 


struction at a railroad from Sodavllle 
or Candelaria to the new diggings. It 
would be a project easy of accomplish- 
ment. 
The camp is only sixty miles 


from either of the mentioned points on 
the C . & C . The grade is an easy one 
and there is water at intervals along 
the •nay. 


The Southern Pacific should have the 


advantages of a road of this sort laid 
before it in the most glowing and plau- 
sible terms. The building of the Ne- 
vada-Midland would be a severe blow 
to both the C. & C. and the V. & T. 
as well as to the main line as it would 
even decrease the passenger returns of 
that road by the fares between the 
Midland's junction and Reno.

HIS is the lyoth annh ersary of the birth of the 
man who has been properly designated the 


"Father of his County"; and who was "first in war, 
first in peace, and first in tfle hearts of his country- 
men." 
We believe that today such descriptive des- 


ignation is as cordially approved, as at the time it 
was uttered or written, and that the principles for 
which the great commander fought and established 
are as dear to the mass of the people of the repub- 
lic, as to their forefathers who sacrificed or perilled 
their lives to maintain them.
